The primary concern at this 
point is getting our marketing

Nearly ISO persons braved 
cloudy skies early Monday to 
attend the ceremonial 
groundbreaking for 
construction of a SI86.600 
senior citizens center off 
Woodstock Avenue in Rutland. 
Mayor Gilbert G. Godnick 
proclaimed the day J, a red 
letter day" for the city and 
turned the first shovel of dirt 
for an audience comprised of 
other public officials and 
private citizens. 

Rutland Rouse Construction 
Corp. President Thomas Quinn, 
whose firm has been awarded 
the construction contract, 
promised the gathering that 
completion will come no later 
than Jan. 9. 

Monday was notably a ’red 
letter day" for ^otimek's 
mayoral administration. 
Godnick has long been a 
champion of the center concept 
and since 1973 has been 
earmarking annual 
appropriations of federal 
revenue-sharing money for the 
project. 

This year, in what even the 
mayors staunchest supporters 
are predicting wilt be his last 
as Rutland's chief executive, 
Godnick muscled through a 
mammoth IIQ&.oOO revenue¬ 


sharing appropriation in his 
1976 1977 budget to push Ihe 
center toward reality. 

The mayor came back in July 
to the Board of Aldermen for 
another $12,000 in revenue- 
sharing surplus alter a bid 
opening show ed still not enough 
money was on hand to build the 
center. 

In terms of the budget and 
surplus appropriations Godnick 
received unquestioned support 
from the aldermen and the 
Revenue Sharing Committee, 
chaired by Peter Goshgarian. 
The mayor Monday expressed 
his appreciation for the support 
given him by the city® 11 
aldermen. 

The center's history to date 
has frequently been 
highlighted by debate over its 
now -dete rm t ned I oration . 
Godnick referred Monday to 
the "long, hard struggle, " the 
project has seen. 

The distinct tone Monday, 
however, was one of 
enthusiasm. Godnick boldly- 
told the gathering that when 
the center doors are opened, 
“'We're going to have 
one helluva ball." 

It was announced: at the 
groundbreaking that the 
Rutland Garden Club has 
volunteered its services to the 
design and planting of flower 
gardens at the center. Club 
President Nancy Beauchamp 
was on hand for the ceremony 
Godnick shared the speaking 
honors with othbr elected 


officials including Senior 
Citizens Committee Chairman 
Terrence A. Barrett and 
Aldermen Ethel W. Stearns, 
Walter M, Moore and Luigi 
Sabalaso. Aldermen Allan C. 
Merritt and Peter Louras also 
were present.

Godnick said Friday that 
recent rains have 
hampered work on 1 and sta¬ 
pling and roadway work at 
the project. Construction of 
the center iUelf is pro¬ 
ceeding according to 
schedule, 

Godnick and other City 
Hall officials met Friday 
with the contractor, 
Rutland House Construc¬ 
tion Co. President Thomas 
Quinn, to review the situa¬ 


tion. 

Following that session, 
Godnick said, “The weather 
seems to be against Mr. 
Quinn We've got to hope for 

two or three or four good 
days," 


Concern with the weather 
came up about two weeks 
ago and Godnick observed 
Friday as snow' fell outside 
City Hall, "The weather's 
going to get worse," 

"It's disturbing us 
because we know tha t when 
it’s done, senior citizens are 
going to want to get to the 
Center.” said the mayor. 

If the weather did not im¬ 
prove in the next few weeks, 
Godnick said he did not 
know how the city would 
cope with that situation. 

“It could run into some 
money," the mayor said.

The children's physical 
handicaps include cerebral 
palsy and sensory deficien¬ 
cies. Learning disabilities 
include speech problems as 
well as poor muscle coor¬ 
dination. 

“We try to have as much 
one-to-one attention as 
possible,' f Boardman said. 
To help direct the pro¬ 
grams, the services of 
Kathy Tutoue, a physical 
therapist, and Sue 
DeCarolis. an adaptive 
physical educator, are us¬ 
ed. 

Along with the directors, 
other fulltime staff and 
volunteers work with the 
children during the therapy 
and recreational swim 
periods.. 

Boardman said swimm¬ 
ing therapy is particularly 
well-suited for the disabled 
children, many of whom 
have handicaps that affect 
body movements. Swimm¬ 
ing makes learning certain 
motions easier, and exer¬ 
cises the entire body. 

Also using the pool for 
therapy are elderly people 


with geriatic handicaps, 
such as heart conditions or 
arthritis. Most of those 
clients have been prescrib¬ 
ed certain swimming ac¬ 
tivities by their physicians, 
Boardman said. 

Although all the special 
programs at the center are 
taking up a good deal of the

TBe question, “what does 
the city need tor its recrea¬ 
tional needs?" has been 
with os for as long as people 
have discovered leisure 
time. 

It is a broad and general¬ 
ly unanswerable question. 
The replies are as diverse 
as the people who respond 
to the question. 

While compiling this 
series on recreation in the 
city. 1 surveyed IDO Rutland 
residents in an attempt to 
get an indication of how 
they felt about the facilities 
and programs that are 
available to them. 

The survey was in the 
term of a five part question¬ 
naire. The questions were: 
1. How often do you use the 
facilities provided by the 
Rutland Recreation Depart¬ 
ment? Regularly (at least 
once a week); Occasional¬ 
ly (once every two weeks, 
once a month); Never. 2. Do 
you feel that the Depart¬ 
ment’s present facilities are 
adequate? Yes or no. 3. 
What facilities do you feel 
are needed to better meet 
the recreational needs of 
people living in the city? 4. 
What facilities do you use 
most often? 5. Do you plan 
to use the BOR outdoor rink 
at Pine Hill when it is com¬ 
pleted next winter? 

Though 100 people can 
hardly speak lor the city 
population, the sample 
group did give some indica¬ 
tion as to what the city peo¬ 
ple feel about recreation 
facilities in Rutland. The 
surveys were distributed 
in a "man on the street" 
manner in an attempt to 
reach a cross-section of the 
city. 

The results, of course, are 
far from gospel. They only 
serve as a gauge, albeit a 


minor indicator, as to what 
the city feels and thinks. 

After tabulating the 
results, certain trends 
became evident. The most 
glaring findings w'ere 
that most (67 per cent) of 
the people felt thal the ci¬ 
ty's facilities were inade¬ 
quate and 63 per cent in¬ 
dicated thal they would use 
the new rink at Pine Hill 
Park. The latter figure in¬ 
dicates that there is some 
interest in skating In 
Rutland. 

A sizeable (70 per cent) of 
the people questioned

signified that they use the 
city's facilities at least once 
a week. Many of the people 
who signalled that they us¬ 
ed the facilities frequently 
added that their participa¬ 
tion in recreation was 
heavier in the summer than 
in the winter. 

Some people who marked 
an X in the "never" section 
of question 1 contended tha t 
the city needs “more 
modern facilities. " 

High school students 
tended to feel that the pre¬ 
sent facilities are adequate 
and that the city does not 
need any more programs. 
Some teenagers expressed 
a desire for more activities 
(ping-pong, air hockey) and 
more basketball courts. 
But, on the average, the 
young people did not list 
any specific recreational 
needs or shortcomings. 

Residents who checked 
"regularly" on question 1, 
normally listed more than 
one facility under question 
4. A vast majority of people 
who checked regularly 
under question 1 par¬ 
ticipated in the city softball 
pro-gram. They generally 
felt that the city needed 
more (and better) softball 
fields.

president of the Board of 
Aldermen, received all the 
committee assignments he 
requested when 
assignments were made at 
the aldermen's meeting 
Monday.

the election.

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Womens Softball League jfl 
Is Enjoying A Revival $

The women are taking it all 
very seriously”' City Softball 
Commissioner Pierce Smilh 
says in describing the women's 
softball league in Rutland. 
' 4 T7iey want lo do a good job 
and they want to win.” 

Much of the startling growth 
in the number of women 
participating In sports recently 
can be attributed lo a rising 
female consciousness that is 
changing not only the way 
women view themselves, but 
also the way society views 
women 

For instance, it is no longer 
"Unladylike’' Lo want to play 
hockey or basketball, or more 
importantly, to be competitive, 
whether it be on a playing field 
or in an office 

Encouraged by public and 
government support, coupled 
with an increased national 
awareness on physical well¬ 
being and fitness, more and 
more women are being given 
the opportunity lo participate 
competitively In sports. 

In Rutland, this phenomenon 
is most dramatically 
illustrated by the growth that 
has occurred in the women's 
softball league. About three or 
four years ago, (be so-calicd 
Daisy Mac League for women 
faded out of existence 
primarily due Lo a lack of in- 
leresl. Last year, the Rutland 
Recreatton Departrnent rfr 


instituted a women’s softball 
league for six teams. This 
year, the number of teams 
participating in the League 
almost doubled lo ll. With a 
minimum of 14 or 15 women on 
each team, that makes for a 
total of at leasl 154 par¬ 
ticipants 

" The growth in the number 
of women and the enthusiasm 
has been just great,” says 
Recreation Supervisor John 
Ciofreddi- “We're extremely 
pleased.” 

Of course, the increased 
number of teams has created a 
few problems, particularly 
when it comes to finding 
enough fields to play on In 
addition to the n women's 
teams, there arc also 28 men's 
Learns and various other 
groups and organizations who 
must all share the limited 
number of city fields. 

Although Pierce has had 
little trouble in finding fields 
for all the games, he admits 
that the teams are more or less 
on their own when it comes to 
finding a field to practice on. 

It is also the responsibility of 
each team to find their own 
sponsor, coaches, and per¬ 
sonnel. The sponsor pays for 
Die entry fee lo the Recreation 
Department which helps to 
offset the cost of providing 
softballs and umpires for the 
games. In most cases, the 


sponsor also buys the uniforms 
for the team members — I 
usually a T-Shirt bearing the 
name of the sponsoring 
company. 

This year, a minor wrinkle 
developed in the sponsor 
system, when one sponsor 
insisted that all the plavers on 
the sponsored team be em¬ 
ployees of the company. This 
was an unusual request, and 
many of the women withdrew 
from the learn in protest of the 
requirement In every other 
case, the women have always 
been free to recruit their own 
players and also their own 
coaches. 

According to Smith, all Of the 
learns, except one or two. have 
male coaches 

“The women come out here 
lo learn, this is what they 
want. ' Smilh says, 'That's 
why they all have male 
coaches, because they want to 
learn the fundamentals and 
they want to win.' 1 

A notable exception, 
however, to tho notion that 
male coaches produce winning 
teams is last year s city soft 
ball champions, the Wobbly 
Barn, coached and managed 
by Lucy Hurley. 

But the crown this year could 
go to any of the 11 learns in the 
League, as the season, which 
got under way May 30. 
promises to be exciting and 
competitive.

Carbine Keeps Playing 
After 20 Years Of Action 


By BOB DRZEWICZEWSKi 

RUTLAND J Fred 
Carbine started playing 
organized softball 20 years ago 
for a vary simple reason 
after finishing his school, 
Legion and college baseball, 
there was no where else to play 
serious baseball in the Rutland 
area. 

The song is the same for 
most avid baseball en 
thusiasts Yes. the advent of 
the Twin State league has 
changed that tune some, but 
for the majority of players the 
choice is softball or nothing. 

So. Carbine opted for the 
large roundball and the little 
skinny bats and the short 
distance between bases. 

"At first. I thought softball 
was a sport for sissies," 
Carbine chuckled. "Hut I soon 
changed my mind about that 
when I found out how hard it is 
to master the sport." 

Since trading his baseball 
glove for a softball mitt 20 
years ago. Carbine has become 
an enigma of sorts in local 
softball circles He is loved, 
hated, appreciated, despised 
and or tolerated, depending on 
which side of the fence you're 
on: but he is known as a soft¬ 
ball die-hard 

"Some people think I'm a 
little over-competitive.” 
Carbine said in a recent in¬ 
terview 

Carbines strong feeling 
about baseball <and now soft¬ 
ball) are something that has 
grown since he was six or 
seven years old. 

"When my father was sports 
editor of the Herald, he used to 
bring me to all of the games 
with him and I used to keep the 
book for him. " Carbine noted. 
"I knew the difference between 
an K-6 and an F-8 before I knew 
my multiplication tables ' 

Added to this love of the 
game and the competition that 
follows, is a concern lor the 
community and the preser 
vat ion and growth of the sport. 

"The sport has a great 
future, especially here.” 
! Carbine said. "We should 
channel our energies in 
Rutland to get one really good 
Afield Right now. we have 
several adequate fields, but we 
don't have that one great or 
good field - there Isn't a 
regulation 275’ all the way 
around) field in the city .” 

Carbine continued. "Softball 
is the most heavily par¬ 
ticipated adult sport in the city. 
I thought the Fat & :» League 
had a lot of merit before it was 
temporarily disabanded this 
year. It was a good outlet for 
the people over 35. who could 
no longer compete with the 
kids. But. the option is still 
open on that — we could still 
start it as late as July I. if we 
had the interest ” 

At one lime in the late I960 s. 
Carbine played on three dif¬ 
ferent teams Now he plays 
with only one. the Cardinals, a 
team he helped form in 1117*1. 


Fight teams have become M) 
and now the league is divided 
into three sections. A, B and C. 
At one time, there was no 
distinction between types of 
deliveries. Now. the city 
league is a slow-pitch league. 

"You’d be surprised at what 
can be done with a softball at 45 
feet. You see a baseball take 
off you should see what a 
softball can do. It travels 
faster and goes down faster.” 
Carbine added 

The days of the fast pitch and 
modified fast-pitch are gone, 
however But slow pitch is not 
as easy as it looks. 

"In slow pitch. It's 
knowledge of the defense and 
place hitting that matters At 
first it’s hard not to overstride 
the ball, especially if you've 
been playing baseball all of 
your life. I think I became a 
better hitter after J turned :M> - 
I tried pounching the ball in¬ 
stead of trying to kill it." 
Carbine added. 

In his more than 700 games 
in the league and tourney play. 
Carbine remembers some of 
the great years, but he seems 
to recall the “old timers." the 
players who have spent the 
majority of their adult lives 
enjoying the sport as he has 

"When you think of some of 
the older’ players, who have 
played and play well, you think 
of Mickey Kelly. Stan Wiolk, 
Marty Cioffi, Don "Hula" 
Cioffi, Eddie Kent and Charley 
Montgomery, who used to play 
in the West Rutland league I 
think he played until he was in 
his60’s ”
